F o u rth A ttem p t on III» L ife. 
General Trepoff. who recently was 
relieved of the office of chief of po­ 
lice of Moscow and ordered to the iront 
to take up his duties as head of the 
Red Gross society in Manchuria, in­ 
curred the special enmity of the stu­ 
dents of Moscow by the severity with 
which lie put down their dem onstra­ 
tions of Dec. 18 and 19 . 19 04. W ithin 
one week in 19 02 there were three a t­ 
tempts upon his life. 
The first 
of 
these, on March 31, was by a woman 
named Allurt. a g overness, wh©placed 
the muzzle of a pistol ag ainst Gener­ 
al Trepoff’s breast and 
pulled 
tl e 
trig g er, the weapon, however, falling 
to discharg e. 


S en ten ce o f D eath on H im , 
Four day s later a man armed with a 
dag g er tried to force his way to the 
presence of General Trojjoff with the 
avowed purpose of killing him. 
The 
would-be assassin 
was 
overpowered 
and arrested. 
W ithin two day s a ft­ 
er this incident, while Trepoff was rid­ 
ing in his carriag e, a y oung man, sup­ 
posed to be a “rusticated” student, 
sprung upon the step of the vehicle 
and tried to stab him. but only suc­ 
ceeded in slig htly wounding a police­ 
man. 
After the anti-g overnment dem­ 
onstrations In Moscow last month it 
was an id that the socialistic revolu­ 
tionary party had passed sentence of 
death upon both General Trepoff. chief 
of police, and Grand Duke Serg ius,g ov­ 
ernor g eneral of Moscow.

The old superstition about St. Swith- 
in and the rain has very g enerally died 
out. 
There are still, however, a g ood 
many who incline to the belief that 
such a notion must have had a basis 
of scientific fact or it could not have 
obtained as it has done for centuries. 
Some y ears ag o the records of Green­ 
wich observatory were ex amined for 
twenty y ears with a view to ascer­ 
taining whether as a m atter of fact 
a rainy July 15 is usually followed ,by 
a rainy period approx imating to forty 
day s.

FIRE AND THE SKIN. 


W h y t h e A c tio n o f H e a t C au ae» th e 
C u tic le to T u r n R e d . 
Blushing is the effect of the action 
of radiated heat on the nerves control­ 
ling the small blood vessels of tbe skin. 
These tiny vessels are normally in a 
state of moderate contraction; under 
ex posure to heat they relax and be­ 
come distended with blood. 
In reg ard to ex posure to direct heat 
the reddening of the skin, tog ether 
with the uncomfortably warm feeling 
accompany ing it, may be looked upon 
as one of the useful little “dang er sig ­ 
nals’’ with which we are surrounded. 
Persons who from any cause have 
lost their susceptibility , as is the case 
in some forms of paraly sis, may ex ­ 
pose a limb to heat until serious in­ 
jury results. 
The reason that the face chiefly 
flushes is that, in the ordinary position 
near a fire, it is most directly ex posed 
to the ray s of heat, while most of the 
body is shielded by clothing . Moreover, 
the nerves of the face are particularly 
sensitive in this respect, and the skin 
there is mare abundantly furnished 
with blood vessels.
